St. Petersburg, 
— has just taken place 
>. most important religious and official 
‘ceremonies of the winter in Ruesia, 
"participated in by the czar, the grand 
' flukes, the court, the chief officials and 
“ministers of the government, and the 
metropolitan and other high dignitaries 
of the church. It is the formal blessing 
of the Neva river. It resolves itself 
into a gala affair for the people, who, 
however, have no part in it. for there 
is nothing which affects the Russian s0 
much as church display. 

Those directly concerned in the cere- 
mony form in procession at the winter 
palace, dressed in full uniform or vest- 
ment. After parading through the 
principal streets of the city, the solemn 
conclave halts for a moment beside the 
river, and then marches slowly aboard 


a large barge which has been moored 
in the middle of the stream. A mag- 
nificemtly decorated shrine stands in 
the center of the barge, capped by five 
crosses. 

As the clergy tfecite the special serv- 
ice, the czar and the other listeners 
with (bared heads, despite the fact that 
at this time of the year St. Petersburg 
and the Neva are usually snowbound 
and icebound. Such, however, was not 
the case this year, although the air 
was extremely cold and the wind strong 
and biting on the day of the ceremony. 

At the end of the service, the high 
personages retum on foot to the winter 
palace, the czar leading the way and 
bowing his acknowledgements to the 
manifestations of love to which the 
Russian people, especially of the lower 
classes, are prone to show in the pres-

London, February 20.—Most American 
states are taking a keen interest in the 
“Golden West and American Indus- 
trious Exhibition,” to open in London 
next May. Space in the large exhibi- 
tion grounds at Earl’s Court, in the 
West End of London, has already been 
engaged by various bodies represent- 
ing the following cities and states: 
Chicago, Delaware, Grand Rapids, Bal- 
timore, St. Louis, Cleveland, Wyoming, 
New York, Pittsburg, Springfield 
(Ohio), Hartford (Conn.), Richmond 
(Va.), and Tacoma (Washington). This 
is an indication of the widespread in- 
terest which is being taken in the ex- 
hibition, and manufacturers of each 
state seem bent on showing the world 
what America can produce. 

The governor of California, with a 
view to securing an adequate repre- 
sentation of his state, has made an ap- 
plication to the legislature for an offi- 
cial grant. Similar steps are being 
taken by representatives of other 
states. The California promoting com. 
mittee has arranged to take the 
Prince’s hall, one of the most con- 
spicuous buildings, for the purpose of 
a statistical and pictorial display, 
coupled with free illustrated lectures. 
The Los Angeles chamber of com- 
merce is arranging to make an ex- 
tensive display of the products of 
eouthern California. 

The San Francisco chamber of com- 
merce has appointed a strong commit- 
tee to cooperate with the United States 
commissioner in securing a goodly 
number of exhibits from the state of 
California. All the important Cali- 
fornian fruit growers will be present 
with fine exhibits, and the imperial 
court and gardens at Earl’s court have 
been assigned to California, Oregon and 
the Pacific states. The royal galleries 
are being reserved for the Pacific 
coast states, including rallroad_  ex- 
hibits. © The Oregon Development 
League is most anxious that this state 


should be worthily represented in the 
exhibition, and is making strenuous ef- 
forts to this end. The Colorado States 
Commercial Association is preparing 
an extensive exhibit to occupy 300 by 
50 feet in the imperial court. 

Although a large space (the Ducal 
hall) has been allotted to exhibits from 
the state of Illinois, the latest advices 
are to the effect that more space will 
be required to take in the exhibits 
from Chicago and the surrounding dis- 
tricts. The lumber manufacturers of 
Tacoma, Wash., intend to be well to 
the front with different kinds of 
wooden doors, mantelpieces and other 
joinery and woodwork. 

Among manufactories that have al- 
ready taken space are cycle, laundry, 
carriages, leather, dry goods, lumber 
and woodwork and other important in- 
terests. Most of the big American rail. 
ways have also arranged to give fine 
exhibitions, and so have the Trans- 
Atlantic steamship companies. 

Altogether, it looks as if the Amer- 
ican exhibition in London were going 
to be a big thing. Widespread interest 
is certainly being taken in it, and, 
though the movement is only in its in- 
ception, there is every indication that 
before long nearly every state will be 
represented, and important American 
industries will give the British public 
a chance of seeing how they “do 
things” in the United States.

Prince Ito Before the Mast. 

Prince Ito began his life young. He 
was only twenty-two when, after trying 
in vain to drive the foreign gunboats 
out of Yokohama, he slipped away one 
dark night and got a ship for Shanghai, 
having determined to visit the western 
world and spy out the secrets of the 
barbarians who then threatened the 
very existence of his country. He and 
Marquis Inouye took passage on another 
ship at Shanghai, and by {it made their 
way around the Cape of Good Hope to 
Europe. They had arranged for mon- 
ey beforehand, but in some way there 
was a misunderstdnding. The captain 
of the ship did not realize that he had 
two young nobles going off on a tour of 
investigation. He treated them ag sail- 
Ors and made them work during a great 
part of their passage. The two Dboys 
knew no English, and when they were 
dumped out on the streets of London 
they were at a loss where to go. They 
had letters of credit on Jardine, Mathie- 
son & Co., a great English trading 
firm, which stilt has its branches all 
over China but they had only a dollar 
in actual cash, and they lost that be- 
fore they had gone many blocks.

Prince Ito has been four times premier 
ang during the war with China he was 
at the head of the government.

At Home With Prince Ito. 

Before I give you our conversation, 
which covered a wide range, both per- 
S0nal and political. I would like to de- 
Scribe the circumstances of our meet- 
ing, It was at his new villa, near 
Omori, half way between Tokio and 
Yokohama, that his highness by ap- 
pointment received me. I took a jinrik- 
isha at the station and with my human 
horse rode for more than two miles on 
a road shaded with pine trees. There 
were many little shops, a temple or 
two and some beautiful villas along the 
way. Leaving the road, we climbed a 
hill and entered a garden of many acres 
filled with fine shrubbery, out of which 
looked several bronze storks and other 
works of Japanese art. In the center 
of this was a large building with walls 
of pine and heavy overhanging _ roofs. 
This was Prince Ito’s villa. It has wide 
verandas running about it and the walls 
are so arranged that they slide back 
and ‘forth, permitting many of its rooms 
to ibe thrown into one. The ®Duilding !s 
mostly one stony, but it is so large that 
it covers an acre or more. A sort of 
temple-like projection forms a porte 
cochere, and it was here that I was met 
by Mr. Hisatsuna Furuya, the Private 
Secretary of his highness, and: led into 
a reception room. 

After waiting there a moment I was 
told that the prince was ready to re- 
ceive me. We walked down a. long 
hall and entered a great: parlor, which 
was carpeted and furnished in foreign 
style. A moment later Prince Ito en- 
tered. We shook hands and he led me 
to a seat and sat down at some distance 
away opposite me. There was a sofa 
at the side between us, and a Iittle 
later, in order to show his highness one 
of my former interviews with him, I 
moved to this, and thus sat at his 
right hand, almost touching him as he 
talked. During the conversation one of 
the attendants brought in two small 
cups of delicious Japanese tea. It was 
very hot, and I noticed that his high- 
ness drank it without cream, putting in 
two lumps of sugar to ‘sweeten it. 
There were cigars on the table, and 
Prince Ito smoked as he taiked. 

Korea For the Koreans, 

During the conversation the subject 
of Korea came up, and I asked Prince 
Ito whether it was his intention to Jap- 
anize that country and whether Korea 
was to be wiped out as an indegsendent 
nation. 

“That depends on Korea herself,” re- 
plied the Japanese resident general. “I 
should like to see Korea independent, 
provided its independence could be ar- 
ranged in such a way that we can be 
eure that it will always be the friend of 
Japan. The geographical situation of 
the country is such that it is necessary 
to our peaceful existence as a nation 
that it be friend'y to us, and that to 
a certain extent it be controlled by us. 
If the Koreans could convince us that 
that wouid be the case and they would 
hold to their promises, they might be 
independent. Otherwise they must be 
subordinate to Japan. If not, they will

The Yellow Peril, 

I next referred to the great awaken- 
ing that ig going on in Asia speaking

key, and the new movement in China,

“How aibout the yellow peril? Wil, the 
yellow races with their many millions 
organize and combine to fight the white 
ones ?’’ 

“The yellow peril,” said Prince Ito, “‘is 
the most spectacular chimera that has 
ever been brought forth by the diseased 
imagination of the sensational newspa- 
per. I believe they cal it ‘the yellow 
journal’ in your country. The idea is alb- 
surd. Upon what basis could there be 
such a combination? Take the matter of 
religion! Buddhist faith, which is gen- 
erally held in Japan and also largely in 
China, is far more liberal] than the Chris- 
tian. When we adopted our constitution 
we proclaimed freedom for all religions; 
and we still allow every man to think 
and believe for himself. You can never 
make a military combination of nations 
or fight a war on any such basis. We 
could not combine against you 6n the 
ground of religion. 

“Then there is the matter of color! We 
may not like a man’ for his complexion, 
but nations do not make war on such 
grounds. Besides, color is not a national 
distinction. We people have different 
skins from you, but we have the same 
wants and are moving along the same 
fines of intellectua] life. There is no 
ground for war there. 

“Lastly, there is the matter of trade. 
That helongs’to the field of the pooket-

Issues Another Statement 


| About Railroad Situation. 


Makes Reply to President Han- 
son, of the Central, and Also 
Says That Constitution Went 
Harder After the Railroads 
Than He Did. 


Governor Smith yesterday issued a sec- 
ond statement dealing with the railroad 
situation in Georgia, in which he seeks 
to show that, compared with other sec- 
tions, the railroads of this state have no 
cause to complain of conditions and re- 
Sults during the last two years. ; 

His first statement, which was call- 
ed forth as a result of certain things 
said by Edward H. Harriman, on a re- 
cent visit to Georgta, was replied to by 
President J. F. Hanson, of the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company, and effii- 
torially commented upon by various 
Georgia newspapers. 

The governor addresses hig answer 
particularly to the statement of Presi- 
dent Hanson, and, in conclusion, makes 
some remarks anent The Constitution's 
editorial comment upon his first state- 
ment, holding that The Constitution was 
even more emphatic in its criticiem of 
the railroads than he was. 

The Governor's Statement.

Deficit in income as he treats it gives 
no correct information as to net profits 
of operation unless accompanied with 
an explanation of what the railroad did 
with its net profits from operation. 

“President Hanson then declares that 
large economies in operating expenses 
were effected by a reduction in the force, 
and that the pay rolls in 1908 com- 
pared with 1!907 showed a decrease of 
¥808,228, while the Central employed in 
1908 an average of 1,044 less men than 
in 1907. 

“The railroad company had a decrease 
of gross earnings for the fiscal year 
1908 amounting to $436,118.61. This, as 
shown by its report, was its entire loss 
of revenue and was only about 5 per 
cent on its gross revenue. Why then 
was the pay roll cut $808,228, nearly 
twice as much as the entire loss of rev- 
enue? ’

“The gross income of the Central in 
Georgia for the fiscal year ending July 
|, 1907, was $9,375.516.17. In 1908 it 
was $8,939,397.56. Its loss in gross in- 
come was $436,118.61. Its gross income 
was larger in 1908 than it was in 1906. 
The loss of gross income for 1908 from 
that of 1907 if distributed partly on 
owners, partly on improvements, partly 
on operatives, would not have been se- 
rious any where. 

“It was only $436,118.16, and yet Presi- 
dent Hanson admits that its employees 
were discharged to the extent of $808,- 
228. The inquiry is natural, why did 
the Central cut its men $808,228, when 
its gross income was lessened only 
$436,118.16. What became of the $372,- 
110 in excess of the entire loss in busi- 
ness which the Central saved by dis- 
charging its men?

That Famous Four on. 

‘‘The tates of the railroad companies have 
been increased since the beginning of my ad- 
ministration, and, therefore, since 1905 to an 
amount annually of $550,000. | : 

‘‘A saving to the public since, 1905 in 
peesenger rates has been accomplished 
amounting to over $1,000,000. 

‘*Reduction in interstate rates as com- 
pared to their 1905 statement continuing 
until the fall of 1908 amounted to annually 
approximately $1,000,000. 

Other Benefits to the Public. 

‘*It is to be hoped the interstate com- 
merce commission will restore the lower in- 
terstate rates which were taken from the 
state about the first of last September. 

‘‘The pay of employees of the railroads 
has been increased since July, 1905. Better 
roadbeds have been kept up. Claims more 

romptly paid. More efficient service has 
Sean rendered. These advantages to the pub- 
lie necessarily cost the railroads money, and 
lessen temporarily at least their net profits. 

“To the claim of President Hanson that 
these things were principally accomplished 
without direction by the ralflroad commis- 
sion, I wish to say that when the railroad 
commission has and exercises the power to 
require from transportation companies a 
performance of their legitimate duties, the 
railroads will soon cease to resist just de- 
the public, and co-operation 
ublic and the railroads will 
then follow. specially will this be true if 
the railroad commission is properly sup- 
ported in the governor's office. 

“The figures which concern the public are 
the net profits being made by railroad op- 
eration. I do not consider that the ques- 
tion of net income as President Hanson dis- 
cusses it should be the controlling subject 
for public consideration. Net profits are 
found by deducting operating expenses from 

ross receipts. Net income as President 
Raneon discusses it involves a deduction 
from net profits of operation, of interest 
paid upon obligations of the company, the 
amount which the company spends for bet- 
terments and other liabilities. 

“Suppose a company should buy a poor 
railroad property loaded down with a heavy 
bonded indebtedness. This heavy bonded 
indebtedness would reduce the net income 
according to the calculations made 7 Presi- 
dent Hanson. Such a course on the part 
of the railroad company should not affect 
its obligation to give to its patrons reason- 
able rates and good service. 


Georgia Stood Panic Well. 


“What I desire to urge upon the public 
attention is that in spite of a saving to the 
public thru increased taxes, lower interstate 
rates, lower passenger rates, better trans- 
portation facilities and increased pay to 
the men, the railroads of Georgia lost in 
net profits pa | the year of the panic 
ending July 1, 1908, only one-tenth as much 
in net profits as the railroads of the United 
States as a whole lost. I wish also to em- 

hasize the fact that during the year end- 
ng July 1, 1908, the railroad companies of 
Georgia made handsome profits while they 
were shrieking ‘ruin.’ 

“The gross business of the Central in 
Georgia for 1906 was $8,022,307.36; its gross 
business for i908 was $8,939,397.56. 

“In spite of the panic, and in spite of the 
concessions made to the public, its gross 
business for 1908 was $917,000 greater than 
its gross business for 1905. Its net operating 

rofits in Georgia for the fiscal year ending 
Duly 1, 1908, were $2,485,429.12. Its taxes 
were $302,405.06, still leaving, after paying 
taxes, net profits for its Georgia business 
for the year of the panic, 1908, amounting 
to $2,182,584.06. 

“The property of the Central Ratlroad 
Company in Georgia is assesed for 1908 at 
$19,873,902, while the Savannah and West- 
ern and the Savannah and Augusta are, in 
a.measure, free from taxation. The net 
profits were excellent when compared to 
tax assessments. 


The Proposed Bond Issue. 

“President Hanson then declares that it 
ig necessary to spend a large amount of 
money to prepare the Central Railway 
Company for the future; that the required 
improvements ‘can not be made until in- 
vestors are convinced that it can pay the 
interest on new issues of bonds which it 
will be necessary to sell in order to pro- 
vide money fvr improvement purposes.’ 
Then he says, ‘How long the people of 
Georgla are to wait for these improvements 
must be determined by their spirit of co- 
operation with and justice toward the rail- 
roads.’ 

‘‘No one believes more fully than I do 
in the spirit of co-operation between the 
public and the railroads, but the ratiroads 
must meet the public half way. They muat 
recognize the fact that they can not raise 
rates or take off trains or Randle their 
property arbitrarily, and that they must 
give proper service at reasonable charges 

“Harmony can only be found and co-oper- 
ation between the public and the railroads 
exist when railroads are officered by men 
who do not seek to force their own views 
defiantly upon the public. If it igs the 
desire of President Hanson to increase the 
financial standing of the Central that bonds 
may be sold and improvements made, has 
he not acted strangely? 

is Hanson’s Course a Wise One? 

‘“‘Has'he pursued a wise course by the 
statement which he published? 

“At times he places in qperating expense 
money which really went to betterments, 
and he omitted $324,767.75 of improvements 
which the road has received from better- 
ments when he discussed the loss of in- 
come. 

“The Central of Georgia is a splendid 
yrroperty. When it needs money to use in 
legitimate improvements I feel sure it can 
et It. 
aay railroad company should not be per- 
mitted to issue bonds to load down its prop- 
erty unless the money goes {nto actual im- 
provements. 

“Mr. Harriman paid $3,000,000 for the com- 
mon stock of the Central after my terrible 
campaign speeches and just before thy in- 
auguration compelled the Southern railroad 
to give up its illegal holdings In the Cen- 
tral. My speeches and election seemed to 
have caused a very large investment in ‘he 
sectirities of this railroad company. 

‘Let me urge President Hanson to help 
me show how valuable the Central is if he 
wishes to Increase its capacity to borrow 
money. 

“He may also join bis patrons in workin 
out lower rates to and from the ports o 
Georgia to all interior points in the state. 
It will increase his business and help his

| PROHIBITION IN GEORGI 


By REV. JOHN E. WHITE, of Atlanta: 


Where It Fails 
Where It Wins 


The article of Hon. Clarence Ousley | 


on “Prohibition in Georgia, Where it 
Fails and Where It Wins,” printed in 
your issue of last Sunday, was exceed- 
ingly interesting to me. 

1 had the pleasure of some associa- 
tion with Mr. Ousley and I was pleased 
to be of service to him in the matter 
he was here to investigate. He impress 
ed me as a representative southerner, 
looking into things for himself, and who 
stood willing to be converted to prohi- 
bition for Texas if so # should be. His 
article indicates that he is not yet con- 
verted, but that he is “not far from the 
kingdom.” . 

About the facts as he found them, 
or, at least, about the facts he found 
there can be no dispute. The near peer 
situation {n Atlanta is before our eyes. 
The Savannah spirit, the Augusta spirit 
and the Charleston spirit may be quite 
as bad, as he states. 

But the case of prohibition will prob- 
ably get a fairer argument if I may 
be allowed to join the discussion witn 
Mr. Ousley as one familiar, by resi- 
dence, with the situation he came all 
the way from Texas to look into. 

Dr. White v. Mr. Ousley. 

With the same facts before me I reach 
conclusions somewhat at variance with 
the suspended state of mind Mr. Ousley’s 
article indicates. That is to say, 
“a suspended state of mind’ on the 
question whether prohibition is a true 
prlicy for the southern states, is con- 
structively an anti-prohibition state of 
mind, and the facts on which Mr. Ousley 
bases his indecision do not seem to 
me the sort and size of facts to justify 
hesitation over prohivition as a broad 
civic policy. 

The question in“Georgia was not 4 
quegtion between prohibition and some 
other method of getting rid of the sa- 
loon. There was no “higher license 
system about to be inaugurated when 
state prohibition went into effect,”’ as 
Mr. Ousley mistakenly states. Except 
for tne activity of the out-and-out pro- 
hibitionists, the liquor traffic was se- 
renely complagent. No cloud was on 
its sky except the cloud of prohgoition. 
The liquor dealers fought to 4 stand- 
gtill every proposition of city councils 
to incréase license fees. The prudence 
of concession to high license to avoid 
prohibition had not at the dawn of 1907 
been adopted as their plan of cam- 
pa. zn. 

“The Higher License System.” 

The “higher license system’’ for G»or- 
gia is a past prohibition proposition. 
That it is a proposition at all is due not 
to the anti-prohibitionists, now advocat- 
ing it as a “better than prohibition”’ 
measure, but to the prohibitionists who 
now reject it as an anti-prohibition 
strategy. It comes belated on the fieia 
of a long-waged, but at last victorious, 
conflict against the organized forces of 
the liquor traffic. 

With the present situation 
sharply outlined by the conversion of 
the anti-prohibitionists not engaged in 
the traffic to the permanent dislodge- 
ment of the saloon in Georgia and Dy 
the remorse, repentance and confession 
of the more intelligent and reputabie 
liquor dealers and manufacturers as in- 
dicated by the Model License League, 
should # not be very clear that merely 
as an educational policy prohibition has 
been a tremendously successful thing? 

A disinterested investigator, as Mr. 
Qusley was, should have made something 
of this feature of the situation in de- 
ciding where prohibition fails or wins, 

The Light End of Fact. 

The facts which Mr. Ousley found suf- 
ficient to give him pause were three. 
The near beer business—‘'the law de- 
spised in Savennah” and the ‘Despair 
of Charleston.” <A simple and accurate 
view of the near beer business in Geor- 
gia affords no complaint against prohl- 
bition. .It rather establishes the evi- 
dence and the argument for absolute 
prohibition. The near beer business is 
a business expressly licensed in Georgia. 
A license tax on the sale of near beer 
was a license to sell near beer. This 
law was passed after the prohibition 
law had won in, the legislature. It is 
understood to have been favored chiefly 
as an administration revenue measure. 
But the point is that the near beer li- 
cense law, which gave legal standing 
to the places of which Mr. Ousley saw 
much in Atlanta, are a testimony not 
against prohibition ag a policy, but 
against a non-prohibition policy as to 
near beer. Certainly the anti-prohibi- 
tionists who dislike prohibition laws be-

cauge they are too drastic cannot con- 
sistently condemn the near beer saloons 
in Atlanta. 

The Near Beer Saloons. 

That these saloons outrageously vio- 
late the near beer license law was plain 
to Mr. Ousley. It is plain to us all, but 
is not one whit plainer than the fact 
that those engaged in the business out- 
rageously violated the Hcense laws un- 
der which they operated before prohi- 
bition went Into effect. 

The facts that Savannah despises the 
prohibition law and that Charleston is 
the despair of Gouth Carolina are facts 
I am not going to dispute until these 
cities grow weary enough of a bad rep- 
utation to dispute them for themselves. 
But they are not facts of the size and 
sort to determine a man’s judgment of 
prohibition as a statecraft. They are, 
to my mind, to be considered only as 
facts showing that these seacoast com- 
munities are unfortunate in their large 
non-American population, which has not 
yet been lifted to that safe level of 
civilization so pecular and essential 
to a republic or to a democratic state. 
It was found quite difficult twenty years 
ago to get Utah to execute and obey 
the anti-polygamy law. But that wag 
not held an argument against the law. 
It is a great mistake to suppose that a 
majority of the best Georgians in Sa- 
vannah—the native folk of conscience 
and intelligence—support or encourage 
the contempt of the prohibition § law. 
Good Georgians and well-established 
Americans do not take that position 
against any law of the land. These 
communities, it is true, present us with 
& serious problem in connection with 
the prohibition law. But it is @ social 
problem, mainly—a problem not absent 
in any state with a sea coast—a prob- 
lem that the American republic on an 
immense scale nas been set by Provi- 
dence to solve. 

The Heavy End of Fact. 

We ought, if facts are to be the basis 
of judgment in making up our minds 
about prohibition as a state policy, to 
weigh them all and abide the verdict of 
the scales. Against the near beer sub- 
terfuge, the contempt of Savannah and 
the despair of Charleston during the 
year 1908, we have to put the record of 
prohibition results for the other 2,800,- 
000 people of Georgia. What is the rec- 
ord of one year of prohibition in 
Georgia?

If I were in Texas, 
I would not be willing to wait ten 
years with Mr. Ousley to eliminate the 
saloon. Ten years from now a solid 
prohibition south will be in the eye of 
the world.

Comparatively little of this tmmense fund is devoted to internal in- 
provements, A public building here and there and a few national parks 
established and maintained are about the sum and substance of the direct 
benefit. which the vast population of the interior derives from the tre 
mendous aggregate of taxes annually levied upon them in the prices they 


. These are more or less sporadic instances contributing to the Sdvance- 


return for what it pays in that wide government generalization, the mainte- 
nance of peace. , 

That, of course, is an essehtial of well-administered government, but 
when we find that we are adding millions upon millions to that burden every 
year, that in the eight years just passed the navy has cost $859,000,000, as 
against $401,000,000 for the eight years »receding, the latter including 
the extraordinary expenses of the war with Spain, it is time to stop and 
inquire if we are not expending :too much of our energy in one direction, 
and at the expense of the national welfare. 

Now a hue and cry has been raised about the importance of improving 
our waterways and <hereby increasing and cheapening our transportation 
facilities. Messages have béen written, conventions have been held and 
congress has been numerously memorialized to turn more of the national 
millions fnto the rivers and harbors of the country, that they may accomo- 
date larger vessels and those of deeper draft. 

The movement to extend and increase transportation facilities is a com- 
mendable one, PROVIDED IT DOES NOT STOP WITH WATERWAYS. 

THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE ROADWAYS—the highways of small 
commerce, which, in the aggregate, makes the great national traffic—is 
of equal importance with that of the waterways; if not greater, since it has 
already been permitted ¢o fall far behind in the race with rivers and harbor 
improvement. 

Of what value is an improved waterway, a deepened river or harbor, 
without production upon which to draw for traffic? 

Development in the country, from which all production must come, is, 
therefore, a precedent to the Improvement of waterways. There must be 
products and there must be a way of getting them to the boat’s side before 
the boats and the rivers and harbors can be of service. 

THE BUILDING OF GOOD, SUBSTANTIAL ROADS, WELL PAVED, 
DRAINED AND SURFACED, IS AN ESSENTIAL FEATURE OF OUR 
GREAT NATIONAL TRANSPORTATION SYSTEM. j 

The good road should, in fact, precede the improved waterway, because 
the products of commerce must use the former before they can get to 
the latter. 

But in the interest of united effort toward the materialization of this 
great scheme of internal improvement, we will waive that argument and 
Say the two are coordinate; they should move forward together as projects 
of which the one is poth supplementary and complementary to the other. 

There exist the same reasons why the federal government should con- 
tribute to the building of good roads, to the construction of great inter- 
state highways, as that they should deepen and increase the facilities of 
rivers and ports. 

‘rhere can be no legal difficulty, for precedent has already been set in 
the construction of paved roadways to and from the national army posts» 
and, more recently, in the congressional determination to build the Lincoln 
Way from Washington to Gettysburg as a memorial to the war president. 

But more than that, the government owes a debt to national progress; 
IT OWES A DUTY TO THE VAST MAJORITY OF TAXPAYERS WHO 
HAVE NOT A MILE OF SEABOARD. 

Thus far appeais for national aid to education and good roads have 
fallen upon deaf ears, while millions more are added to army and navy 
budgets. 

But the farmers of the whole country are rising uy now in their demand 
for improved highways; in their demand for federal recognition of their ser- 
vice to the nation, for at last it is they who pay for battleships, arms and 
armament. f

PAROLE GRANTED 
10 TWO CONVICTS 


First toSecureAdvantages 
of New Law. 


Service Has Been Secured for 
Them and They Must Report 
Each Month to Prison Com- 
mission for an Entire Year. 


— 


The prison commission and Governor 
Smith yesterday granted paroles to two 
convicts serving terms in the’ state pen- 
itentiary. With the exception of the 
case of lena Redd, who was paroled 
from the state reformatory, these are 
the first cases acted upon under the new 
law. 

‘The convicts paroled were Annie 
Showers, convicted in Wayne county in 
1604 of voluntary manslaughter and 
sentenced to serve twelve years, and 
Richard Bacon, also from Wayne, ¢on- 
victed of murder and sentenced to life 
imprisonment, 

Both were vouched for by responsi- 
ble -citizens who have given them em- 
ployment, and, under the law, the em- 
bloyers must make a report to the 
brison commission each month for a 
period of one year upon their conduct. 

If the reports show good conduct dur- 
ing that period, at the end of a year 
they may apply to the commission for 
a full pardon or the commission may 
consider pardoning them of its own mo- 
tion. But under the law no outside 
person ‘is permitted to bring forward 
such application. 


Protection of Shippers. 

In a decision handed down by the su- 
pPreme court yesterday in the case of 
the Merchants’ and Miners’ Transporta- 
tion Company against Granger & 
Lewis, from Chatham superior court, 
the Gecision of the lower court was af- 
firmed, and the effect of the decision 
is that a shipper has the right to the 
remedy of injunction against a common 
carrier to prevent an unjust discrim- 
ination, where the remedy at law is 
not adequate or effectual. 

The court states that this is, in effect. 
the same doctrine that it laid down in 
the recent decision in the case of the 
Ocean Steamship Company against the 
Savanah Locomotive and Supply Com- 
pany. also from Chatham _— superior 
court.

MEETING WITH CARMACK 
IS TERMED ACCIDENTAL

When court opened it was expected 
that the state would offer one or more 
of its missing witnesses. At least three 
arrived last night, but the attorney 
general decided either not to use them 
at all or to save them for his big con- 
spiracy fight in rebvttal. 

X-Ray Phi‘o Taken, 

Both sides seemed sparring for time 
at the opening of the day's session. 
Finally the state’s attorneys appeared. 
Then the defense asked for thirty min. 
utes’ indulgence, ang took an hour and 
a half. It was presumed ‘that a con- 
ference wag on, but in reality it was!

bullet which Robin Cooper received in 
the shoulder was still there.

As soon as the X-ray plate had been 
developed and disclosed no trace of a 
bullet, the defense announced ready and 
called young Cooper to the stand. The 
boy {fs a slender, erect, clean-cut, high- 
bred type of a young man. His fea- 
tures are delicate, almost femifiine, but 
he carries himself in an erect and man- 
ly fashion ané there is nothing effemin- 
ate in his manner. His voice is soft 
and well cultivated. He speaks slowly, 
almost with a drawl. He answered 
every question With a _  deliberateness 


and caution that at times seemed to 
exasperate his counsel, Judge Anderson, 
and put him in the light of an unwil- 
ling witness. But there is. no doubt 
that his evident sincerity made a very 
strong impression on both the jury 
and spectators. His cross-examination 
was postponed until Monday, when it 
will consume probably most of the day. 
Great Crowd in Court. 

Wihen court opened this morning one

Great Improvements for 
This Section. 


South Will Get More New Ru- 
ral Delivery Routes This 
Year Than Any Section of 
the Country Are Plans of 
Postofhice Department. 


Washington, February 20.—Confident 
that the time is “ripe” for a ‘more effi- 
cient postal service in the south, the 
appeals of the people from below Ma- 
son and Dixon’s line for increased facil- 
ities of that character will not go un- 
heeded by Uncle Sam. Plans now being 
formulated by officials of the postoffice 
department contemplate -the establish- 
ment during the present year of @& 
greater number of new rural free de- 
livery routes {n the southern states than 
in amy other section of the country. 

It has only been within recent years 
that the people of the south have come 
to realize the great benefits to be de- 
rived from the rural] free delivery ser- 
vice. The failure to appreciate what 
was at that time regarded as somewhat 
of an “experiment”’ was not confined to 
the south altogether by any means, as 
other sections were not awakened to a 
realization of the good effects of that 
service. 

New Spirit Over South. 

A new spirit now, however, has come 
over the south, and the people of that 
part of the country are appreciating to 
the fullest degree the beneficient results 
of the rural ifree delivery system. Over- 
coming what the postoffice department 
regarded as natural barriers to an ex- 
tension of the rural free delivery ser- 
vice in many sections of the south, the 
way is now clear for establishing hun- 
dreds of new routes In various southern 
states. 

It igs one of the requirements of the 
department in the establishment of new 
routes that the roads shall be kept in 
good condition. Although the postoffice 
department has been as lenient as pos- 


Sible in the enforcement of this regula- 
tion in the south owing to natural ob- 
Stacles, nearly half of the petitions for 
additional routes in the past have been 
rejected. Now; however, that the good 
roads infection is sweeping over the 
south, the obstacles to increased postal 
facilities are rapidly being removed 
with consequent beneficial results in that 
respect. One of the most potent fac- 
tors in bringing about a better system 
of highways in the south has been the 
inauguration of the rural delivery ser- 
vice. 

The south will share to a larger ex- 
tent than in any other section of the 
country in the proposed distribution of 
rural free delivery service during the 
present year. More than five hundred 
new routes are to be established in vari- 
ous southern states, which is nearly 50 
per cent of those for the entire coun- 
try. 

Routes New in Operation. 

There are gow in operation in tne 
southern states nine thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy-four rural routes, Or 
about 24 per cent of the total number 
of routes in operation, which cover 237,- 
469 miles of roads. These routes, which 
cost the government a total of $8,549,- 
218 per annum to maintain, are divided 
among the states ag follows: Alabama, 


879: Arkansas, 344; Florida, !40; Geor- 
gia, 1,533; Louisiana, 115; Mississippi, 
625: North Carolina, 1,245; South Caro- 
lina, 709; Tennessee, 1,571; Texas, |,745, 
and Virginia, 950. In these states rural 
delivery has been organized on a full 
county basis, in eighty-nine counties, 
and is contemplated in other counties 
as soon as it can be arranged. 
Rural Free Delivery in South, 

The rural free delivery service is 
under the jurisdiction of Fourth <As- 
sistant Postmaster General DeGraw, 
under whose administration that 
branch of the service has witnessed an 
enormous growth. In an interview 
today Mr. DeGraw furnished some in- 
teresting facts and figures on the sub- 
ject of the extension of rural delivery 
in the South. 

DeGraw Talks of Service. 


“The first rural delivery service es- 
tablished in the United States was‘ on 
October |. 1896." sald General De- 
Graw. “The first rural delivery ser- 
vice established in the south was on 
October 19, 1896, at Clarksville, John- 
son county, Arkansas, when three 
routes were put into operation, and 
during that fiscal year several experl- 
mentale rural routes were established 
in nearly all of the other southern 
states, 

“But, as in all sections of the coun- 
try, the people of the south did not 
to a realizagion of the benefits of rural 
delivery urftil about 1902, when the 
department was literallly overwhelmed 
with petitions for the service from 
nearly every quarter of that section. 
accompanied by demands, expressed in- 
dividually and through senators and 
representatives in congress, that the 
service be established at once. These 
requests were acceded -to wherever 
practicable, and as rapidly as the ne- 
cessary investigations and detailed 
work would permit. 

“While, in establishing rural de- 
livery in the southern states, the de- 
partment has been as lenient as pos- 
sibie in the enforcement of its require- 
ments that roads on which rural routes 
are laid out shall be maintained in 
ecorglition to be traveled with facility 
and safety at. at all seasons of the 
year, it has been found necessary to 
reject nearly fifty per cent. of the pe- 
titions which have been presented, 
owing, in the majority of cases, to the 
bad condition of roads, unbridged 
streams, and the obstruction of roads 
by ordinary gates or bars. The de- 
partment has fully appreciated — the 
fact that the physica) characteristics 
of the southern states, nearly all of 
which are comprisen in the South At- 
lantic and Gulf water-sheds and inter- 
sected by numerous streams which are 
subiect to periodical overflow, has 
rendered it impossible to maintain the 


roads in the same condition as in those 
states where such obstacles do not 
exist, and for this reason, has been as 
lenient as possible consistent with the

Large Number of Petitions. 


“Owing to the fact that the people 
of some of the southern states were 
slow to realize the benefits of rural de- 
livery amd to petition for it, there are 
probably larger number of petitions 
for the service unacted uyfon in these 
states than in others. This circum- 
Stance accounts for the fact thas out 
of a total of about 1,100 routes which 
the department proposes to establish 
throughout the country between now 
and June 30, 1909, 521 of the routes, or 
nearly 60 per cent., will be in the 
southern states above indicated. 

“Another thing that has contributed 
to the increased number of routes to 
be established in the southern states,” 
continued Dr. DeGraw, “is the fact that 
in cases where petitions for the ser- 
vice heretofore submitted have been 
rejected on account of bad roads and 
gates across the roads, the roads have 
been put in a good state of repair and 
the gates removed. In the south as 
elsewhere throughout the country, the 
introduction of rural delivery has been 
a most potent factor in engendering in- 
terest in good roads and the enactment 
of legislation for the improvement o 
highways. This is notably true in the 
States of Georgia and Alabama, and 
certain parts of Tennessee amd Missis- 
sippi, and there are evidences that the 
‘good roads’ infection is spreading 
throughout the south with most bene- 
ficial results not only to the postal 
service, but to the farmers themselves, 
in the enhafictement of their farm 
values and products and the saving in 
wear and tear on their vehicles and the 
animals which are used to draw them, 

“With the introduction of local par- 
cels post on rural routes, as recom- 
mended by the postmaster general, 
and which is now being considered by 
congress,” said Mr. DeGraw in con- 
clusion, “the value of rural delivery to 
the farmer would be greatly  en- 
hanced.”’

COTTON EXCHANG 
ESCAPING LIGHT 


Commissioner Smith Not 
Ready to Turn It On.

Washington, February 20.—(Special.)— 
Commissioner Herbert Knox Smith, of 
the bureau of corporations, insists that 
the third part of the report on the cot- 
ton exchanges of the country will be 
issued as soon as completed.

COAL SHOULD BE JUDGED 
BY HEATING EQUIVALENT 


Frank H. Neely, a graduate of tne 
Georgia Tech in mechanical engineering, 
and for the past five years connected 
with the operative department of the 
Westinghouse Company, of Pittsburs, 
has located in Atlanta as a mechanical 
and industrial engineer. <9 

Mr. Neely married the daughter otf 
Atlanta’s well-known citizen, Harry 
Schlesinger, and is a worthy exponem 
of the good material being turned out 
of the Georgia Technological school. 

Mr. Neely talks interestingly” of an 
amticle recently appearing in The Con- 
stitution referring to undesirable coal 
that is often furnished to cities for 
steam purposes and to the modern meth- 
od being adopted in most cities of meas- 
uring coal by its heating equivalent. 

“Coal,” said he, “is at the present 
time still looked upon as the prime 
mover of all power, whether generating 
electricity, turning the wheels ,of m- 
dustries or pumping water. Its ability, 
then, to impart heat, when burned under 
a boiler, is or rather should tbe the direct 
index of its value’ to the consumer, ve 
he -private, corporate or municipal, Coal 
is bought for the purpose of using its 
imherent heating value and shoul be 
paid for, not according to the present 
regime at so much per tone (being des- 
ienated by a certain trade name), but 
according to its absolute value in heat 
units. 

“Hrom the report in The Constitution 
it would tbe judged that the contract 
for the city coal was based upon a sam- 
ple submitted by the mine owners, 
which, according to thelr opinion, repre- 
sented an average value of the fuel to 
be furnished. Such is the method, pur- 
sued in letting a large majority of con- 
tracts, and the condition that dae- 
veloped in the case cited is one of many 
others. 

Samples Often Deceptive. 

‘It is very natural that in presenting 
a sample the coal mine operators pay 
particular attention to the selection of 
it and to one familiar with the variation 
in coals coming from different mines, 
or even coal from the same vein, it Ss 
easily seen that a particular sample may 
mot come within several per cent of the 
average value of the product taiken out 
over a long period of time. This average 
may vary up or down from the sample, 
but, as a rule, is lower, due to the natu- 
ral care with which the sample is nec- 
essarily selected. 

“The United States government in most 

every case, and, too, a great number 
of large industries in the north and 
east, have abandoned this ‘hit and miss’ 
fashion of buying their coal, and by the 
heat unit (basis are actually getting what 
they pay for and paying for what they 
get. 
“The contract, instead of being based 
upon the one sample, is made by the 
coal dealer bidding, not upon hie coal 
at so much per ton as it comes from 
some certain mine or place, but upon 
coal at so much per ton, each ton to 
contain so many heat units and come 
within Mmits of a certain ohemical 
analysis as may be agreed upon. ‘The 
tchedule is arranged whereby, as the 
coal is better or worse. than this stand- 
ard, the purchaser. pays more or less 
than the standard price in proportion 
to this increase or decrease. Periodical 
tests are made by a disinterested party 
on a sample taken from the actual coal 
delivered to ascertain the fbasis of pay- 
ment. 

“Consider the case cited by Mr. Col- 
lier. He states that the coal they based 
thelr contract upon gave 88,000,000-foot 
pounds duty, while what they actually 
received at times gave only 65,000,000- 
foot pounds duty. Tihtis makes a dlil- 
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ference of 25 per cent, the coal the city 
gets being less than 75 per cent as good 
@alue as the contract understanding. 
Say, conservatively, 65 per cent as valu- | 
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able, the extra expense thereby involved 
in handling more ash and a greater 
amount of labor connected with the boll- 
er doubtless makes a difference of more 
than 10 per cent. In a year the city 
used approximately $80,000 worth of 
coal and of that may be losing $17,500 
because of inferior quality. But it may 
be justly said that this is an unfair 
figure, for 25 per cent causes trouble 
and probably losses before this have 
not been so great. Say, !0 per cent 
causes no trouble, but nevertheless is 
a loss; 10 per cent of $50,000 is $5,000, 
and this is at least worth spending a 
few hundred dollars to save, 
Purely Competitive Basis. 

“By buying coal in this Manner tne 
contract is put purely wpon a Competitive 
basis, and a coal dealer with a poorer 
grade of coal has an equal chance witn 
one who is more fortunate, for the dis- 
parity in the heating value of coal can 
often be offset by a greater difference in 
price. 

“The proximate analysis of coal which 
gives the percentage of moisture, com- 
bustibie volative matter, carbon, asn 
and sometimes sulphur, is very valuable 
in determining the coal that will be 
bought for any particular equipment, 
for the relative proportion of these con- 
stituents determine the efficiency with 
which the coal will be converted into 
useful steam by the boiler, and also 
the amount of smoke that will be emit- 
ted from the chimney. No smoke need 
not necessarily mean high boiler effi- 
ciency; not coal alone, but proper firing 
and correct manipulation of (boiler and 
furnace are necessary for complete com- 
bustion or reduction of smoke. 

“Tihe great variety of coals that finds 
its way into the southern market makes 
this method of buying coal particularly 
advantageous to southern uses. It is a 
method that has come to stay, because 
it is equitable to ‘both consumer anda 
miner. The city of Atlanta should ve 
the first to benefit by this economic and 
progressive change.’

Banks Pressed Southern Company.

He had previously been 
for eight years in the Georgetown, Ky., 
jail, and Howard had been serving a 
life sentence in the Frankfort peni- 
tentiary. : 

Powers was at the time of his pardon 
awaiting his fifth trial for being an ac- 
cessorv before the fact of the murder 
of Senator William Goebel, and Howard 
had been convicted of Goebel’s murder. 
The three men for whom Powers seeks 
the pardons were charged as acces- 
sories, all, including Governor Taylor, 


fleeing to Indiana, whence extradition 


has since been refused governors of 
Kentucky.

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A NOBLE WORK BEIN GDONE 
BY THE ATLANTA Y. W.C. A.

It is a comparatively few people who 
know the growth and substantial value 
to Atlanta of the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association in its various lines Oo! 
activity. ‘ 


The association has not been in the 


- habit of appealing to the general public 


for assistance; its several branch works 
are largely self-supporting. But, like 
churches, colleges or similar institutions, 
the foundation of which not charity, 
but pro bono publico, it may be said that 
this same public, for the good of whicn 
the institution exists, owes it a living. 
That is. the public attention must some- 
times be called to the enlarging terri- 
tory, the growing achievement of tne 
institution which naturally demands in- 
creased facilities, a longer salaried list 
and more room. 

The Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
clation is not a charitable organization. 
If it were, people would probably be 
better acquainted with its purpose, its 
needs, its accomplishment. 

The Businessa Women. 
clientele, on the contrary, 1S 
among business women—women who not 
only support themselves, but very often 
other members of their families. Like 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
however, it intends to supply at moder- 
ate cost to its members, whose means 
are limited, since salaries are not al- 
ways munificent, comforts and advan- 
tages which are well nigh necessities, 
but which could be secured otherwise 
only at luxurious prices. 

For instance, the association rooms 
down town afford a kind of club ite 
to the members, which is most vaiu- 
able. Many of them live too far away 
from their business to go home at tne 
lunch hour, and the ordinary cafe 18 
expensive. Others are strangers in At- 
lanta, 
and towns for the greater advantage in 
the way of ‘business positions, and tne 
association rooms are the center of a 
pleasant social life for them in their 
leisure hours, whether daytime or eve- 
ning, which is scarcely possible in tne 
average boarding house. 

The Classes. 

Then there are classes with a modest 
@dmission fee which enables their 
members to learn new arts and crafts, 
both in the broad and the narrow 
sense of that expression. There is 
music sometimes, and occasional in- 
formal lectures or talks on many sub- 
jects, as well as classes in religious 
suggestion for those who desire it. 

The large rest room with its wicker 
couches is an excellent feature, and 
the lunch room is more than self-sup- 
porting. 

There is an average patronage of 
two hundred and seventy-five women 
for lunch each day, a most satisfactory 
‘list of healthful dishes at nominal! cost 
being a boon to the digestion and the 
pocketbooks of the business women 
who have learned the quality of the 
meals. It is not necessary to be a 
member of the association to enjoy the 
advantage of the restaurant, and there 
are hundreds of women, both of 
leisure and of business who have found 
out its convenience. 

Other Advantages. | 

The gymnasium has proved a boon to 
the physical welfare as well as the 
pleasure of its patrons, and the ex- 
change has made a success, although 
its scope and advantages are not as 
generally known as they deserve to be. 
Many varieties of women’s work are

gards to fruit cakes, from hand-made 
lingerie to pies and puddings.

housekeepers finding in it oftentimes 
the settlement of their servant prob- 
lems. 


The Boarding House. 

Out at the boarding home which jis in 
West Baker street, just off Peachtree, 
a broad achievement is conducted so 
quietly and unobtrusively that not many 
people except the young women who 
profit by it know that there is such a 
Place, 

The house accommodates twenty-seven 
occupants—twenty-eight at a pinch, but 
its insufficiency may be judged from the 
fact that last week alone there were 
nine applications for admission which 
could not be accommodated. 

The boarding home caters principally 
to young women who come to Atlanta 
from other places in search of positions 
Or to take those already secured. They 
are strangers to Atlanta people, and the 
association’s hospitality affords them 
just the right opportunity to look around 
them and place themselves suitably in 
permanent boarding places, instead of 
having to choose hap-hazard where they 
will reside. 

Through the ‘boarding home and the 
association, employment is secured for 
many young women who come here to 
seek jit, and it is intended to broaden 
this branch of work—to make it known 
among employers that they can secure 
through the association the kind of 
clerical assistance they may need. 

Indeed, the association is doing for its 
four hundred members, and for other 
hundreds who profit by its open advan- 
tages a broad and progressive work. © 

Co-Operative Principle Applied. 

Its plan is along the most advanced 
lines of cooperative principle, and At- 
lanta is large enough to carry a much 
enlarged and even more ambitious in- 
stitution. 

With <Atlanta’s large population of 
business women, the city association 
Ought to have at least a thousand mem- 
bers, and with a little interest from the 
ipublic-at-large, this number could eas- 
ily be 
tion’s advantages. 

Board Member Writes. 

Mrs. R. E. Park, an earnest member 
of the association board, writes the fol- 
lowing exposition of the aims, purposes 
and accomplishment of the organiza- 
tion:

Among them were Lieutenant James 
Wood, Abraham Wood, Joshua Wood, Rich- 
ard .Wood, John Wood, Ethelred Wood, Solo- 
mon Wood and Matthew Wood. There was 


evidently some relationship among séveral of. 


men. From one of them, Thomas 
Wood, of Washington county, almost certain- 
ly descended. He came to Washington coun- 
ty about 1800, married Annie or Nancy 
Henry Smith, and died about 1811, leaving 
two sons, James R. Wood and Thomas Wood, 
and two daughters, Sallie or Sarah, who 
. married Curtis Dupree, and Nancy, who 
married Jemes Allen. 

After Thomas Wood's death his widow mar- 
ried Obadiah Vinson or Vincent. Her Wood 
children were reared by their uncle, Rev. 
Isaac Smith, a country Baptist preacher. 
She and her daughters, Mrs. Dupree and Mrs. 


Alien, afterwards livéd in Athens, Ga., and 
removed to Chilton county, Alabama. 
Thomas Wood had a brother, James R. 


Wood, who went to Columbia, S C., and died 
there in 1857 in his eighty-fourth year. The 
two brothers are thought to have been 
school teachers. 

Annie or Nancy Smith was the daughter 
of Colby Smith and Annie or Nancy Henry. 
presumably of Virginia. As Mrs. Vincent 
she died about 1873, a very old woman. It 
is certain that Thomas Wood came from 
Virginia. North Carolina or South Carolina. 
His ancestry is desired. The repetition of 
the name James in succeeding generations 
indicates a James among the anvestors and 


there is some ground for the surmise that 
Lieutenant James Wood, of Washington 
county, was father of Thomas and James R. 
Wood. 


Will not descendants of the early Georgia 
Wood and Woods land grantees send in the 
records that they may have, and assist in 
establishing the line of Thomas Wood above? 
The state from which he came is also destred. 

Will some one give information concerning 
the ancestors of Colby Smith and Annie 
Henry? Is there record of Colby Smith's 
revolutionary service?

HAS INTERESTING HISTORY 
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Atlanta’s First Masonic Temple. 
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Edward M. Hafer, recorder of Binah 
Council Knights Kadosh, in speaking of 
the Scottish Rite, and the plans for the 
dedication of the apartments of that 


rite in the new temple, said: 

“The entire wpper floor of the new 
temple is devoted exclusively to the 
Scottish Rite. The apartments are the 
most complete in the southeast,- em- 
bracing the largest stage in Atlanta, 
capable of carrying the more than two 
hundred pieces of drop scenery and set 
pieces, together with its elaborate light- 
ing plant, necessary to the mounting of 
the historic and dramatic incidenis and 
ceremonies of the construction of the 
temple; the friendship between Solomon 
and Hiram, of Tyre; the trials of the 
Jewish people during the captivity, and 
the subsequent building of the Second 
Temple, in which Zorobabe] and Cyrus 
and Darius are prominent’ figures: the 
Philosophy of the Apocalypse of St. 
John, and the chivalric period during 
the crusades, introducing its many nota- 
ble personages, each teaching, both 
through the eye and ear, its peculiar 
lesson of veneration of deity, duty, 
friendship and patriotism. 

“These apartments will be formally 
opened and dedicated by the Scottish 
Rite bodies during a reunion to be held 
beginning Monday, April 12, and con- 
cluding Thursday, the |5th, during which 
the degrees «from the fourth to the 
thirty-second, inclusive, will be con- 
ferred on a class of more than two hun- 
gd representing every section of Geor- 
gia. 

“The scenery, lighting and costumes 
for Scottish Rite, which will be used in 
the New Temple wil] cost between $®,- 
000 and $18,000. 

“In the valley of Atlanta the rite can 
point with pardonable pride to its splen- 
did achievements, to the high charac- 
ter of its membership, and to the en- 
deavor of all to exemplify and propogate 
in their own lives its pure and beauti- 
‘ful ideals.”’ 


History of the Scottish Rite. 

Mr. Hafer also furnished the follow- 
ing interesting history of the Scottish 
rite as an organized body: 

“As to- Scottish Masonry, there are 
proofs undeniable that the learning con- 


tained in the sublime degrees (Lodge ( 


of Perfection) was taught long previous 
to the eighteenth century. Illustrious 
Brother Frederick Dalcho, at one time 
Grand commander of the southern ju- 
risdiction (mother council of the world), 
believed the lessons contained in these 
degrees were taught shortly after the 
first crusade. In Prussia, France and 
Scotland, the principal degrees of the 
Scottish rite appeared in organized 
form in 1713, and-Lord Derwenter and 
our English brethren worked in lodges 
of Heredom in 1725, in Paris, when the 
grand lodge of England transmitted to 
France the ancient .York constitutions. 

“Robert, the Bruce, King of Scotland, 
created the Order of St. Andrew, of 
Chardon, after the battle of Bannock- 
burn, fought June 24th, 1314, which 
order was afterwards united with that 
of Heredom for the sake of the Scotch 
Masons who formed part of the 30,000 
troops of Bruce, and with whom ‘he 
fought the 100,000 English, under Ed- 
ward TI. 

“Early in the seventeenth century the 
more brilliant minds of England and 
Europe, feeling a desire for deeper re- 
Search into the arcana of Freemasonry 
and a more thorough examination into 
the esoteric doctrines of the order, re- 
solved to establish the higher grade for 
tte eXclusive propagation of the mys- 
teries embraced in the historical, phi- 
losOphical and chivalric degrees. How- 
ever, nearly every project of this char- 
acter was of short duration. and the 
Rite of Perfection, based upon princi- 
ples of purest Masonry, but gradualiy 
approached development until in 1758, 
When certain Masons, styling them- 
selves ‘Sovereign Princes and Grand Of- 
ficers of the Grand and Sovereign Lodge 
of St. John of Jerusalem,’ formed at 
Paris a body called the ‘Council of Em- 
perors of the East and West,’ which 
council became known as the Rite of 
Perfection, consisting of some twenty- 
five degrees. 

“In 1759 this council established a 
Council of Princes of the Royal Secret 
at Bordeaux, and by 186! its lodges, 
chapters, councils and consistories had 
increased and extended throughout Eu- 
rope. 

Brought to New World. 


“On August 27, 1761, Illustrious 
Brother Stephen Moran received a brief 
from the Grand Consistory of Princes 
of the Royal Secret, at Paris, appoint- 
ing him inspector general for the new 
world, with power to establish symbolic 
lodges and confer the higher degrees 
of the rite; also'to appoint deputies 
throughout the colonies clothed with 
like powers. At Jamaica. TIllustriaus 
Brother Moran appointed  Iliustrious 
Brother Henry Andrew Francken a dep- 
uty and he organized a Lodge of Per- 
fection at Albany, N. Y., in 1767. 

“Tllustrious Brother Moses Michael 
Hays was also appointed a deputy, 
clothed with the powers to dappoint 
others, and he appointed Illustrious 
Brother Isaac DaCosta, of Cniarleston, 
deputy inspector general for South Car- 
olina. 

“October 25, 1762, the grand constitu- 
tions were ratified at Berlin, Prussia, 
and proclaimed throughout the wor'd. 
for the government of all ledges, chap- 
ters, councils and consistories of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite at 
Freemasonry in the hemispheres. These 
constitutions were transmitted to In- 
spéector Moran, who accepted them. On 
May !, 1786, the gfand constitutions or 
the supreme counci] of sovereign grand 
inapectors general of the thirty-third and 
last degree were adopted at Berlin. No 
‘supreme councils of sovereign grand in- 
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spectors general were established prior 
to the aloove date. 

“The swpreme council for the southern 
jurisdiction of the United States was 
the finst supreme council established 
under the grand constitutions of !786. 
It was organized at Charleston, S. U., 
May 3!, 1801, and from this council has 
sprung, directly or indirectly, every su- 
preme councH that has since» been @6s8- 
tablished. ~The southern jurisdiction 
claims to be, and is recognized as the 
mother supreme council of the world, 
and its line of succession of grand com- 
manders, beginning with Illustrious 
Brother John Mitchell, inducted into ol- 
fice May 31,.180!, has been unbroken, 

“When first organized, membership in 
the supreme Council was limited to nine 
sovereign grand inspectors general 
which number was later imcreased and 
fixed by statute to thirty-three Masons 
of the thirty-third degree. Members of 
the supreme council are called ‘active’ to 
distinguish them from other Maaons 0+ 
the thirty-third degree, who are desig- 
nated as ‘honorary.’ Active members 
of the supreme council exercise, in their 
respective jurisdictions, the preroga- 
tives of grand masters of Masons, in so 
far as relates to the Scottish Rite, and 
they may do and'perform al such acts 
as they may deem for the interest of the 
Rite not contrary to the grand constitu- 
tions and statutes. 

“The supreme counciPis the chief gov- 
erning body of the Rite. Its Grand 
Orient is at Oharleston, S. C., but as it 
owns much valuable property, including 
the Housé of the Temple, 433 Third 
street, N. W.,-at Washington, D. C., its 
‘biennial conclaves, held in October in the 
odd numbered years, are held there. 


Present Supreme Council. 


“The present supreme council consists 
of twenty-three active members with ten 
vacancies; there are five emeriti, or re- 
tired active memibers; 642 #£=honorary 
members or Masons of the thirty-thira 
degree, twelve: grand cross knights in 
the court of honor, and 1,017 knights 
commanders in the court of honor of the 
thirty-second degree. 

“The thirty-third degree is only con- 
ferred by order of the supreme council, 
and upon none but those who have 
been knights commanders in the court 
of honor of the thirty-second degree for 
alt least two years, which is strictly an 
honorary grade, and neither it nor the 
thirty-third degree can be had by peti- 
tion. 

“The southern supreme council orig- 
inally exercised jurisdiction over the en- 
tire United States, but in 1813. consented 
to a division of territory into two juris- 
dictions—the southern and the northern. 
The northern jurisdiction now exercises 
authority over that portion of the Unit- 
ed States’east of the Mississippi river 
and north of the Ohio and Potomac; 
the southern jurisdiction extending over 
the remaining states and territories of 
the union, the army and navy, Hawaii, 
the Philippine Islands, and the empires 
of China and Japan. ' 

“The Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite is im harmony with all regular 
symbolic grand lodges, grand chapters, 
councils of Royal and Select Masters, and 
grand commanderies of Knights Tem- 
plars, and recognizes no other bodies 
claiming to be Masonic. 

“Of the two great rites of Freema- 
sonary-+the York and Scottish, member- 
ship in the York is most numerous 
throughout the United States, while the 
reverse is true in foreign countries. In 
Canada, Eagiand, Scotland, Ireland and 
the United: States the blue or symbolic 
degrees aré not conferred in bodies of 
the Rite, jurisdiction over those degrees 
being left exclusively to the older au- 
thority of the York Rite, yet member- 
Ship and good standing in the Scottish 
Rite is dependent entirely upon mem- 
bership and good standing in some reg- 
ular symbolic lodge. : 

“Our beloved Rite has had its days of 
darkness, €&pathy and indifference, but 
it has ever had its ‘old guard’ ‘of 
loyal, earnest hearts, who have stood 
by the\ flag of Scottish Masonry, and, 
Oblivious to storm and tempest, have 
maintained its honor and upheld its no- 
ble principles.”
